Quoted below is a statement of the 
City Attorney, Mr. E. W. Stennett of 
Jackson, Mississippi, in answer to the 
question asked ‘him by a national orga- 
nization about the treatment of blind 
people in Mississippi, ~ 

“Your question with reference to the 
incidence of blind béggars on our streets 
is one of considerable interest. The 
State of Mississippi hes a liberal pro- 
gram of assistance to the Blind. It 
maintains under state supervision in- 
dustries within which blind persons 
may work and earn a livelihood. The 
sight of a blind beggar on the streets 
of this or any other city in this state 
is something that persons of this day 
and generation never see. There may 
be living men old enough to remember 
such things, but there has been noth- 
ing of the kind in this city within the 
past 25 years to the knowledge of 
this writer.” 

The secretary of this organization 
wrote this department a letter congrat- 
ulating Mississippi on its care for the 
blind and quoted this’ paragraph, which 
ought to bring pride to every tax 
payer in the State. Mr. Sennett lives
